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I mentioned to Ambassador Dobrynin the desire of the 
Japanese government to become a member of the ENDC, I said 
we had been approached in New York by Ambassador Matsui of 
Japan. Matsui said he had discussed this desire with Ambassador 
Roshchin who appeared to think it might be a good idea. Matsui 


said that Hungary and Yugoslovia also were anxious to be added 
e to the present membership, 


As.far as the U. S. is concerned I recalled to Dobrynin 
that we had originally proposed Japan for membership in 1961 
It had been turned down at that time by the Soviet Union. ,I 

., said that with the present Chinese situation the Soviet govern- 
ment might feel differently. As for the U. S., it sees dangers 
if the size of the present group is substantially increased, 
but if the enlargement were to be limited to Japan, it was my 
personal judgment that this could be useful, particularly in 
view of ChiCom developments. Dobrynin said he had not seen any
